Civil Rights Only Real Contest. 

The only real contest here is 
over the civil rights issue with 
the colorful and articulate south- 
ernners running true to form.

Charley Riley is not having a 
good year. The St. Louls Negro 
featherweight boxer is hitting .400 
. with two victories in five fights. 
That average, if he were a ball 
player, probably would win him 
a place in the All-Star game, but 
in the ring it’s not so hot. 


He'll have a chance to reach 
the 500 mark tonight when he 
takes on Harold Dade, former ban- 
tamweight champion of the world, 
in a 10-round bout at Kiel Audi- 
torium. 

But Charley’s prospects are none 
too rosy because Dade, on the oc- 
casion of their first meeting in 
Chicago, gave Riley something of 
an artistic lacing, winning a 10- 
round decision in a bruising battle 
in the outdoor arena of Marigold 
Garden. 

So far this year Riley has had 
five bouts. He knocked out Karel 
Joris, Belgian champion, in Chi- 
cago in the first round and 
stopped Maxie Shapiro here. But 
he lost decisions to Shapiro in 
New York, to Jimmy McAllister in 
Baltimore and to Dade in Chicago. 


Four Pre-1948 Losses, 


That’s not a very good pace for 
Charley as compared to his rec- 
ord in previous years which saw 
him win 36-out of 40 contests, 24 
of them by knockouts, 12 by deci- 
sion. He dropped two decisions anc 
was knocked out twice, once by 
Phil Terranova and the other time 
by Jackie Graves in Minneapolis. 
Later he stopped Terranova twice, 
once in the seventh round and 
once in the first. Graves has re- 
fused consistently to meet him 
since their first meeting. 

Dade held the 118-pound title 
briefly. He outpointed Manuel Or- 
tiz in a startling upset in Cali- 
fornia to beat the then title-holder 
but in a rematch he lost on points. 

Although Harold is a Chicago 
Negro, he has done most of his 
boxing in California where he has 
headquarters in the home town 
of his manager, the veteran Gus 
Wilson, who at one time managed 
Joe Ghnouly. 

Dade is a speedy little battler 
but not much of a puncher. He 
has scored seven knockouts in 33 
contests. He has lost few fights, 
all by decision, but has never been 
knocked out, 

Among Dade’s conquerors is the 
highly touted Carlos Chavez, rated 
near the top in the 126-pound class. 
Harold also boxed a draw with 
Chavez. 

For Riley the bout is highly im- 
portant because he has a return 
engagement with Miguel Acevedo 
scheduled for July in Hartford, 
Conn., the home of featherweight 
champion Willie Pep. A loss to 
Dade might cost him that bout. 

Riley on the Spot. 

Charley has trained diligently 
for his meeting with Dade. He has 
been stung by reports that he is 
strictly a “homer,” that fs a fight- 
er who can win only on his ®ome 
grounds. And, as in other second 
meetings with boxers who have 
defeated him, he is determined to 
win.

Opening Day 


Grand opening day in Philadelphia finds Mr. 
Truman pretty much in command of the field, 
with the exception of such minor irritations as 
the candidacy of Senator Pepper and the nuisance 
activities of Arkansas’ favorite son, Gov. Laney. 
Senator Pepper is a magnificent speaker, but he 
has neither votes nor organization and, because 
of his progressive views, is regarded as a maver- 
ick by his fellow-Southerners. Gov. Laney, on 
the other hand, personifies the white supremacy 
crowd, and will stop no steam-rollers. 

Under the circumstances, the show is a flop 
before it begins. There will be, of course, a flur- 
ry of interest over the civil rights plank that 
finally appears in the patform; but platform- 
making, especially when it comes to so contro- 
versial an issue as this, is tisually a caponizing 
process. When the plank is finally hewn, it will 
probably be a straddle which pays lip-service to 
civil rights without further rousing the South- 
erners, who are more bellicose than at any time 
since they fired on Fort Sumter. 

If Mr. Truman had been able to get Justice 
Douglas as his running mate, however, the South- 
ern fever would have risen higher. His views 
on civil rights and on other matters of public 
policy are unacceptable below what is now bet- 
ter known as the Smith and Wesson line. But 
apparently Douglas has taken himse!f out of the 
picture. 

Meantime, the high anti-Truman winds of last 
week have all but subsided. There is no doubt 
about the intensity or breadth of the revolt. It 
included not only the Southerners, but the city 
bosses and New Dealers like Chester Bowles and 
Leon Henderson, who fought through the organ- 
ization, Americans for Democratic Action. 

They could have united apparently only on 
Gen. Eisenhower, who became so alarmed over 
the prospect that he issued two more statements. 
One of these statements was made after George 
Allen, mutual friend of the President and the 
General, was sent as an emissary to New York 
and returned to Washington with mission ac- 
complished. It is ironic that Mr. Truman had 
to call on his court jester to perform this serv- 
ice sO valuable to him. The second statement 
came in a message to Senator Pepper, who had 
announced his intention to nominate Eisenhower 
willy nilly. In the message to Pepper, Gen. 
Eisenhower finally found some simple English 
words of refusal that convinced everybody. 

So, while the anti-Truman feeling still smolders, 
it is out of fuel. Somewhat the same thing hap- 
pened to the stop-Dewey movement, which had 
plenty of emotion but failed for lack of unity 
and direction. But whereas the stop-Dewey 
movement represented Republican optimism, vi- 
tality and force, the anti-Truman revolt is a vir- 
tual confession that the Democratic party can- 
not win with him this year. It is a confession 
of weakness which will be remembered by the 
voters and which will provide capital for the Re- 
publicans throughout the campaign. 

Tonight good old Senator Barkley will perform 
another faithful service to his party by making 
the rafters quiver with his keynote speech. But 
old-timers will inevitably draw in their minds 
the sad comparison between Chicago, 1932, and 
Philadelphia, 1948. At Chicago, to the refrain 
of “Happy Days Are Here Again,” Franklin D. 
toosevelt was nominated for the first time and 
the New Deal Today, a depression 
and 2a world war later, the Democrats are comb- 
ing the embers of an era. 
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No Earnings Tax Panacea 

When the new St. Louis earnings tax goes 
on, the stopgap taxes on cigarettes and admis- 
sions should come off, Alderman Novack says.

Farnings tax revenues have been roughly 
estimated to be from $5,000,000 to $7,500,000 a 
year, but only several months of collections can 
show how much the tax will really produce. 
Meanwhile, it is uncertain that the city can af- 
ford to repeal the 5 per cent movie tax or cut 
back the rate on sports from 5 per cent to 3. 
The 3-cent cigarette tax should be continued 
temporarily for the same reason unless the col- 
lection data show clearly that it is driving too 
much business outside the city and defeating its 
purpose. 

The history and character of the earnings tax 
show that it is as much an emergency stopgap 
as the taxes Mr. Novack wants to eliminate. It 
has become a necessary expedient but should 
never become a permanent fixture without be- 
ing changed into a genuine income tax with grad- 
uated rates, credits for dependents and exemp- 
tions for the first $1000 or so of income. Even 
if this were done, there is as yet no decision on 
how the cost of government should be divided 
among incomes, property, licenses and other ob- 
jects of taxation. 

Therefore, neither the earnings tax nor any 
other levy can now be properly regarded as a 
long-run answer to the city’s problem. There- 
fore, this Is not a good time for hurried meas- 
ures of tax relief. 
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\ Proper Marshall Plan Restriction 
Nations receiving Marshal! plan aid must not 
ship munitions to Russia, says Paul G. Hoffman, 
the Economic Co-operation Administrator. At 
the same time, however, he said that the aid 
program will be carried through “without in the 
slightest degree infringing upon the national 
sovereignty of any nation.” 
he statements contradict each other. Britain 
is warned that it must stop sending jet-plane en- 
gines to the U.S.S.R.—a clear infringement of 
its sovereignty. In return, however, it receives 
benefits from the United States. This is a con- 
tractual relationship, and every contract barters 
away a part of its signers’ freedom. 

As to the ruling itself, Mr. Hoffman's posi- 
tion is sound. The Marshall plan nations are 
enlisted in an effort to restore their productive 
power. They agree that any increase in Russia’s 
ability to do mischief works against their com- 
mon effort. Therefore, we ask them not to ex- 
port military items which Americans are not al- 
lowed to export to Russia—and only those items. 

Granted, Britain’s need to export high-value 
goods is acute almost beyond American under- 
standing. Therefore, the scale of American aid 
must compensate for the lost opportunity to sell 
jet engines. But this necessity has been clear 
all along—so clear that an extreme faction in 
Congress tried to wreck the Marshall plan by 
prohibiting the vital non-military commerce be- 
tween Eastern and Western Europe and then 
slashing the aid funds. Fortunately, that faction 
was defeated and the aid administrator was al- 
lowed wide discretion to negotiate working set- 
tlements of just such problems as the jet engines. 

It will take all Mr. Hoffman's skill to do a 
good job even with this grant of authority. He 
seems well started on the job but would win still 
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more confidence by either greater candor or dis- 
creet silence on the emotionally touchy question 


of sovereignty. 
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Kulak Trouble 


As one of its chief reasons for putting Tito 
on the spot, the Central Communist Committee 
of Moscow cited his failure to liquidate the 
landowning peasants. Instead of making the 
farms into collectives on the Moscow pattern, 
Tito has preferred to make them into farm co- 
operatives not too radically different from, say, 
the Milk Producers’ Co-operative at Cabool, Mo. 

Tito also has allowed the fiercely independent 
peasants to retain their own small patches of 
land, which have been passed on from one fam- 
ily generation to another for hundreds of years. 
The Yugoslav dictator has stated boldly that he 
thinks it wise to make concessions to the old pat- 
tern of peasant life. He thinks that in this way 
he can stimulate the incentive to work and in- 
crease production. 

Lenin and Stalin, of course, took another 
course. In their cruel haste to collectivize Rus- 
sian agriculture, they killed or permitted to 
starve several million Russian peasants. Yet 
they have not obtained the production desired. 

In fact, Soviet Russia is in serious trouble be- 
cause after 30 years the peasants still refuse to 
produce as they might produce if private incen- 
tive were retained. While the Cominform tries 
to spank Tito for preserving the incentive of 
individual gain in Yugoslav agriculture, the Coun- 
cil of Ministers of U.S.S.R., quite inconsistently, 
has issued a series of decrees reintroducing pri- 
vate incentive into Russian agriculture. 

Hereafter all payments are to be made on the 
basis of piecework, with incentives to individuals 
and small groups. Labor no longer is to be 
pooled. Payments are to be based on the value 
of the product and scaled according to yield. 

We hate to think what this does to the classi- 
cal Marxian doctrine, “From each according to 
his ability—to each according to his need.” We 
hate to think also how much better the new 
farm rules—the bitter fruit of experience—would 
work if those several million liquidated kv- 
laks, the most industrious rural workers Russia 
had, could be wished back into existence. 

On the evidence, it would appear that the 
Central Committee of Moscow, instead of call- 
ing for Tito’s overthrow, ought to send him a 
telegram congratulating him for being smart 
enough not to repeat a tragic error which Rus- 
sian Bolshevism made and now has to recant. 
But dictatorships cannot make mistakes; tney 
are by definition infallible. 
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Press Oppression in China 

The Chinese Government's suspension of 
Hsin Min Pao, one of the country’s leading inde- 
pendent dailies, which has often been critical of 
the Chiang Government, is the sort of thing 
that creates dismay and confusion among the 
friends of democracy. 

Here is a Government to which the United 
States has just voted millions of dollars in new 
aid, acting in as undemocratic and oppressive 
a@manner as Dictator Peron of Argentina—vet 
when Peron does it we criticize him for it, and 
point to it as an example of neo-Fascism. 

Suppression of the critical press in China 
ought to be denounced at Washington, and the 
State Department should make it plain to the 
Chinese that Fascist tactics and American aid 
cannot be permitted to go hand-in-hand. 
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The Building Inspection Problem 

After the near-disaster at the Senate Theater 
last week, the Department of Public Safety has 
ordered the owners of hundreds of unsound 
buildings to repair or raze them. 

This is reassuring only in a very limited de- 
gree. There are so few inspectors that build- 
ings get official notice only when they are places 
of public assembly, or when building permits 
are applied for, or when someone enters a com- 
plaint. The quality of the inspectors’ work is 
in question because, in going over the Senate 
Theater itself, they did not consider the wall of 
the adjoining structure which actually fell in 
and caused the accident. The overlapping juris- 
dictions of the Building Commissioner and the 
Fire Marsha] still remain to be straightened out. 

All this adds up to a highly important but 
complicated problem. Therefore, it is incumbent 
on Mayor Kaufmann to order a thorough admin- 
istrative inquiry into the whole building inspec- 
tion and enforcement situation. Since public 
welfare and safety are involved, a grand jury 
might well interest itself in building inspection. 
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A Salute to the Air Force 

Notwithstanding bad flying conditions, the 
American Air Force flew 1038 tons of food and 
other supplies into Berlin from the American 
Zone of occupation in one 24-hour period of the 
weekend. This air lift required 190 flights. In 
a similar period, the RAF, flying out of the 
British Zone, ferried 157 plane loads to their 
sector of the blockaded area. The American 
flights brought our total tonnage since June 26 
to 9847. The 2481 flights covered 1,537,855 miles. 

These statistics are important as showing what 
a tremendous effort is being made by the West- 
ern Allies to provision the residents of their 
parts of Berlin by air transport. They show that 
the very air forces which barely more three years 
ago were flying cargoes of bombs are now as 
ready to extend themselves on a mission of 
humanity and peace and honor among nations. 

As a combination gesture and stopgap, the 
flights are worth the cost and risk. But their 
efficacy will soon run out. It is up to Washing- 
ton and London to agree on a course which will 
put to full test the blockage on the ground. 
Meantime, a salute is in order to the young 
Americans and British flyers who are braving 
the German storm clouds to make good on their 
nations pledge. 
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Satchel in Cleveland 


Now that Branch Rickey and Jackie Robinson 
have successfully opened the gates of Big League 
baseball to Negro plavers, old Satchel Paige, the 
wily wizard of the Kansas City Monarchs, has 
joined Larry Doby as the second Negro on the 
Cleveland squad. He is to fortify the Indians 
in their bid for the American League pennant. 
Maybe he will save those games that Bob Feller 
had been counted on to win. 

Old Satchel, however, comes a bit late to the 
majors. To hear him tell it, he has been just 
under 40 for years. In his prime, he certainly 
would have struck out many a mighty Casey. 
One still recalls the time he beat the great Dizzy 
Dean. Ol Diz put an arm around Paige after 
that game and announced: “If the two of us was 
on the same club, we'd win 60 games a year.” 
To which Paige replied: “More than that.” 

It is a long step to the big Municipal Stadium 
on the Cleveland lakefront, but we hope that 
Paige still has the stuff to take it.

To this end, voters of all American politi- 
cal parties, who want better and more rep- 
resentative government than we have been 
getting, should center their attention upon 
electing the right kind of Congress to serve 
them for the next two years. 


In Missouri and nearby Illinois, voters 
will have two opportunities to contribute 
toward electing a Congress that will work 
with the next President to achieve national 
security and prosperity.

Stride Toward Ending Malaria 


From the Baltimore Sun. 


A significant break in the scientific war 
on malaria is indicated in the news from 
London that a British research team has 
discovered that the liver is the human in- 
cubation area for malaria parasites. Medi- 
cal research on malarial controls has been 
hampered until now by the disappearance 
of malarial parasites from the moment of 
their injection into the human body until 
their final eruption 10 days later in the red 
corpuscles of the blood stream. 


Col. Henry Edward Shortt reports that 
his research group at the University of 
London tracked down the vanishing ma- 
larial parasite after 10 years of investiga- 
tion. Having failed to find a malarial in- 
cubation area after months of experiments 
with birds and smal] mammals, Col. Shortt 
made “one last test” with an Indian mon- 
key. A five-hour autopsy was performed 
on the monkey seven days after a malariai 
injection. Organ after organ was scrupv- 
lously examined and discarded until, on ex- 
amining the animal's liver, Col. Shortt 
finally detected a malaria) inflammation. 


The all-important test was to ascertain 
whether the human liver, like the simian 
liver, was also the hiding piace of incubat- 
ing malarial parasites. A British mental 
patient, about to undergo a malarial] injec- 
tion for paresis, consented to have his liver 
examined during the 10-day incubation pe- 
riod. 


Col. Shortt waited seven days and then 
made the examination that led to the dis- 
covery that broke the case of the disap- 
pearing parasites. The next step, of course, 
is to test thousands of medical compounds 
until one is found that will attack and kill 
the parasites in the liver before their erup- 
tion into the blood stream. , 


While there are drugs at present which 
help to prevent malarial infection, and 
others that abort malarial symptoms or 
forestall violent relapses, there is now no 
medicine that gets at malaria during the 
vital 10 days of incubation. Discovery of 
the incubation area may lead to a specific 
cure for malaria, which ranks among the 
foremost causes of death in the world. 


Indeed, such a discovery would probably 
be classed ag one of the great scientific 
achievements of all time, because malaria 
infects an estimated 300,000,000 people a 
year, killing one out of every 100. and is 
endemic in this hemisphere in 17 Southern 
and Southwestern states and in all South 
American countries north of the Rio Plata.

Between Book Ends 


Henry James on Anarchism 


THE PRINCESS CASAMASSIMA, by 
(New York, The Macmillan Company. 
$6.00.) 

Henry James is reported to have once 
said to W. W. Jacobs, the English author, 
“Mr. Jacobs, I envy you. ... You are popu- 
lar. Your admirable work is appreciated by 
a wide circle of readers; it has achieved 
popularity. Mine—never goes into a second 
edition. I should so much have loved to be 
popular!” It would be incorrect to call the 
current “restoration” of James a surge of 
popularity of the sort won by flamboyantly 
jacketed and almost uniformly overstuffed 
best-sellers, but the James who sits among 
the immortals may certainly warm to the 
“serious and joyous interest” given him in 
the past dozen years by appreciative critics 
and hardheaded publishers. 

“The Princess Casamassima,’ when pub- 
lished in 1886, almost fell dead from the 
press. The reviewers, both British and 
American, pummeled it and patronized 
James, whose disappointment broke out in 
a letter to William Dean Howells (January, 
1888) in which he spoke gloomily of his lost 
market and reputation. However, he con- 
cluded with ironic prophecy, “Very likely 

. some day, all my buried prose will kick 
off its various tombstones at once.” It is 
ironic justice that “The Princess Casamas- 
sima” is now resurrected by the very pub- 
lishing house that once typed James's writ- 
ing as merely “honest scribble work and 
no more.” 

This novel reduces poorly to thumbnail 
synopsis. Its heterogeneous huddle of char- 
acters—mostly working-class people in East 
Side London—includes two ladies of rank 
and wealth. The Princess Casamassima 
has left her “noble” Italian husband and is 
living in slum London to study and help the 
lower classes. How she affects the life of 
the hero, Hyacinth Robinson (the typical 
“Young Man from the Provinces”), and how

Trilling, critic, novel- 
ist, and English professor (Columbia), who 
praises the “striking litera] accuracy” of 
the novel and declares, “James is not 
naively presenting a radical Graustark; he 
is giving a very accurate account of An- 
archism.” 

True, he aays, that James had “the imagi- 
nation of disaster’"—and saw “life as 
ferocious and sinister;” but the “moral 
realism” which is the informing spirit of 
“The Princess Casamassima,” Mr. Trilling 
feels, was accompanied by another quality, 
“the imagination of love.” 

Mr. Trilling’s searching and protracted 
analysis makes this a collector’s item for 
Jamesians, and an extraordinarily provoca- 
tive help for James novices.

In a joint statement, the three 
professors—Garrett A. Muilenburg,

Too Bad That So Many Women Overlook Different Ways to Prepare Fowl

Pour enough white wine into the 
casserole to cover the contents, 
add salt and pepper, a bay leaf, a 
little parsley. Put six lettuce 
hearts on top, cover the dish and 
bake in a moderate oven for a 
little more than an hour. Do not 
Serve from the casserole and 
send your thanks to this depart- 
ment.

Cleveland cin has been 
changed from a two handed to a 
three handed game. And I mean 
a three handed game. All three 
players play every hand. 

Each player is dealt ten cards 
and the thirty-first card is turned 
up. Every one has a chance at it 
as in regular gin and play pro- 
ceeds just the same with one very 
important exception.
